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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The recitation "the layer configured... is odd multiples of quarter 
wavelength..." is indefinite as the exact "wavelength" is indefinite. Considered 
there is no exact "wavelength" claimed, any distance in the applied art can be 
considered to meet the claim language. "Wavelength" is so broad here as to be 
indefinite. In other words, a quarter wavelength of what? Additionally, the 
recitation "the layer configured" is also indefinite as many "layers" are previously 
claimed and it is unclear which "layer" is intended. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-3 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kido, of record 

The previous rejection, with the above considerations of the indefiniteness 
of "layer" and "wavelength", applies. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/7/09 and 11/1 1/09 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Initially, the indefiniteness of the claims 
precludes any convincing argument for patentability. Additionally, Kido figure 18 
shows quarter wavelength design, a fundamental concept applied in both Kido 
and applicant. The light emitting cavities of both Kido and applicant need to be 
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quarter wavelength cavities for the most efficient emission, and any argument to 
the contrary is not supported by optical physics. The claims may also be 
considered to comprise new matter if original disclosure is not followed. The 
indefiniteness of the claims at present precludes a meaningful determination of 
claim structure or new matter issues. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL.
